with its own program of coordina- 
tion of the various free employment 
agencies.

The disposition rather is to 
believe that the worst feature of the 
depression, namely psychological un- 
easiness has given way to a feeling 
of confidence and assurance and 
that, while it will take a long time 
for normal conditions to be restored, 
much hope and encouragement has 
been derived from the figures show- 
ing an increase in employment.

Abo Wreck Kitchen 


The prisoners, although unarmed, 


held control of tho hall and 60 of 
the leaders rushed into the kitchen, 
wrecking It thoroughly. The rest of 
tho 1,100, more passive, were herded 
Into their cell blocks but refused to 
allow themselves to be locked into 
their own cells. Shots fired over 
their heads sent them to cover. One 
prisoner was wounded by a ricochet- 
ct bullet. 


The three seortj rioters having:, 


smashed everything ia the kitchen, 
returned to tho dining hall and de- 
molished tables, chairs mnd fixtures, 
throwing furniture through windows. 


Mobilized guards finally subdued 


tho ringleaders, and 43 men were 
locked up In solitary confinement 
pinioned to Irons by arms and legs. 


A cordon of city and state high- 


way police rushed to the old. prison 
and surrounded its high castellated 
stono walls. Machine gunners man- 
ned the top of the walls. 


Tho troublo began immediately af- 


ter luncheon, when the men refused 
to return to their cells. Shouting de- 
fiance at the guards, they made a 
rush for tho doors and gathered in 
tho open area. 


Warden Henry C. Hill immediately 


gave un alarm and reserves were 
sent to tho walls. Firing over the 
heads of the mutineers they drove 
them to refuge. 


Safety posts installed in the an- 


cient cell houses 
by tho 
present 


warden aided in the quick suppres- 
sion of tho less aggressive prisoners 
who retired to their block. 


Tho posts command a view of the 


corridor in each cell block, and per- 
mit guards to enter them unseen by 
tho convicts. When the trouble be- 
gan today these safety boxes were 
mantled Instantly and the thousand 
convicts who milled about In the 
corridors defying tho guards who, 
ordered them into their cells were 
covered by the concealed sentries. 
Warning shots fired from the. boxes 
and tear gas bombs sent the recal- 
citrant prisoners behind their bare 
promptly. 


Tho old prison was constructed 1~, 


years ago, and was the scene of an 
outbreak only three weeks ago when 
three prisoners were ambushed by 
squads of guards as they tried to 
make their way to freedom. Locking 
their guard in a refrigerator, they 
lowered themselves to tho street by 
ropes and then were shot dead by 
tho waiting guards. 


A legislative committee is sched- 


uled to Inspect the penitentiary next 
week, their visit precipitated by tho 
death of a convict who had been 
strung by his wrists in solitary con- 
moment, thu usuul penalty for in- 
subordination. A coroner's jury held 
death was due to a clot on the heart 
and exonerated prison officials of any 
responsibility, but the state assembly 
decided to pursue an investigation of 
he administration of lao prison.

Firm Bond Trend 


The money situation is definitely 


favorable for a firm bond market. 
All indications point to a continua- 
tion of low money rates. Ko credit 
stringency appears on' the' horizon 
to check the gradual uptrend in 
bond prices. The recent 
reaction 


caused by fears of the Veterans' 
Bonus Bill has been followed by a 
substantial recovery. Of course, the 
Treasury must do some heavy «i 
nancing between now and the mid- 
dle ot June to take care of bonus 
payments and to handle certain im- 
portant refunding operations which 
are scheduled for this period. About 
11,400,000,000 Treasury Bonds and 
Certificates of Indebtedness will 
constitute the mid-March financing, 
of which $1,100,000,000 will be used 
to take care of 3J per cent Treas- 
ury Notes called on March 16, and 
1300,000,000 will be used for vet- 
erans' loans. Further short-term fi- 
nancing will have to be put through 
to provide for the remainder of the 
veterans' insurance loans before 
mid-summer. 


However, this should not cause 


any severe strain on the 
general 


credit situation. The fact that the 
forthcoming financing will be done 
at the lowest rates in many years, 
shows that no difficulty is antici- 
pated. Interest of 1| per cent to 21 
per cent on these short term bonds 
and certificates is very low indeed 
and testifies to the underlying ease 
of money conditions. It is entirely 
contrary to opinions expressed in 
financial circles that the Govern- 
ment could not finance these large 
additional requirements at less than 
4 per cent interest. The market 
for highest grade bonds may not 
show as much snap as that for 
medium and second-grade, because 
the gilt-edge issues have already had 
a good advance. However, owing 
to the- ease in money, there seems 
no occasion to expect anything but 
a firm trend in the bond market as 
a whole. 


Opportunities 
In a time of great pessimism such 


as we have been experiencing, exag- 
gerated fears lead to ultra-conserva- 
tism in bond investments. The de- 
mand has been almost entirely for 
the gilt-edge Issues, which, as a re- 
sult, are selling very close to their 
1930 high point. On the other hand, 
medium grade bonds have been neg- 
lected and are selling anywhere 
from 5 to 8 points below their 1930 
highs. This is particularly true of 
Industrial corporation issues and 
certain railroad obligations where 
earnings have fallen off sharply in 
the depression. Earnings will again 
recover as general business re- 
covers. Even in cases where interest 
charges are not in danger, substan- 
tial price discounts prevail on some 
good second-grade bonds. Yields of 
6i per cent to 6} per cent are avail- 
able on certain good medium-grade 
issues, well protected by assets, with 
fair earnings coverage, and afford- 
ing all the safety the average busl-

In December, only 95 blast furnaces in the United States were in oper- 
ation. At the end Qf February the total number active was 109, an in- 
crease of 14. Records over a long period of years show that when after 
a prolonged depression In business there comes a definite increase In the 
number of blast furnaces in operation the beginning of genuine- recovery 
is foreshadowed. 


This fact, noted by shrewd observers of the business situation, is ac- 


counted for by the basic character of iron and steel. This Is the universal 
metal of modern life and it is extremely sensitive to fundamental changes 
in the general business trend.

Moreover, it Is a costly operation to stop blast furnace operations, and 


to resume them, so that when there is any significant change up or down 
in their activities the forecast is of general importance. Just now there 
seems to be in process a slow but unmistakable improvement underlying 
general trade and the reliable blast furnace barometer gives confirmation 
of this fact.

THE INCOME TAX 


About this time of the year the 


jokesters have their fun'in picturing 
the wailing comments of those indi- 
viduals who are compelled to contrib- 
ute to the government a certain per 
cent of their yearly income. One 
might reasonably expect, from all the 
fuss stirred up about it, that the pay- 
ment of this tax was a pressing and 
disagreeable burden borne by most of 
the citizens of this country. 


As a matter of fact it is only a very 


small per cent of our population which 
finds itself under obligation to pay a 
tax on income. Treasury reports show 
that in 1928, the'last year for which 
TfgTJres are available, 2,523,063 persons 
had taxable incomes. The number is 
pro.bably less this year. Thus only 
about 5 per cent of the people in this 
country in gainful occupations earn 
better than $3,500, and are therefore 
subject to this tax. The other 95 per 
cent may sit around' and laugh at their 
more unfortunate brothers if they 
wish, but it is probable that most of 
them would consider it a privilege to 
report a taxable income. 


So there should be no reason-to look 


for pity when asked to contribute to 
the cost of government. While the in- 
come tax is paid by only one person 
-out of twenty, even the one who pays 
has, on an average, twenty dollars for 
his own ,use for every dollar he pays 
to. the government. 
And he can be 


thankful that he does not live in En- 
gland where smaller incomes are tax- 
able, the tax starting at 20 per cent 
and rising to 50 per cent in the higher 
brackets. 


One might consider it therefore a 


privilege to be the one in, twenty to 
have a taxable income. If there is to 
be pity expressed, it should be in the 
thought that the nineteen who do not 
pay may not have a sufficient incen- 
tive to discuss with their congressman 
the high cost of the government's busi- 
ness. 
Whether one pays the tax or 


not, his serious thought should be giv- 
en to the problems and expenditures 
which make such taxes necessary, for 
the burden is directly or indirectly up- 
on each one's shoulders in the long run.

The Increased rates In southern ter- 
ritory were suspended until the Com- 
mission made its decision. 


The Commission. In its decision, 


found the present rates in 
official 


and western territory to be reason- 
able and also approved of the in- 
creased rating In southern territory, 
removing the suspension from the 
proposed new rates. 


In Its decision the Commission de- 


fines paper cans as "cylindrical-shap- 
ed containers, generally ranging In 
size from a quarter pint to one gal- 
lon." Liquid-tight paper cans are 
made of ground-wood or sulphite 
pulp paperboard treated with paraf- 
fin and are generally used for retail 
distribution of ice cream, dairy pro- 
ducts, sea foods, fruits, berries, smok.

history. 


Clum established In 1874 the first 


civilian Indian agency 
at old San 


Carlos, now fast receding under the 
impounded waters of modern Coo- 
ildge dam. He held in peaceful re- 
straint for tfcrco years 4.200 warlike 
Apaches in .the surrounding hills. 


Sneezer was one of the bounding 


bucks who stayed his lance out of 
respect for Nan-Tan-Be-Tun-E-Ki- 
Ay — the 
boss-with-the-beautiful 


white-forehead—and 
Goody-Goody 


was one of the original four mem- 
bers of Clum's Apache police force 
of 1874-77. Sneezer, the-boss-with- 
the-whlte-forehead had seen in re- 
cent tunes, but Clum's and Goody- 
Goody's paths hstd not crossed in 54 
years. 


Goody-Goody, aged and weather- 


beaten, came out of his ancestral 
hills, his stoicism all but shattered, 
when J. B. Kltch, present superin- 
tendent at San Carlos, sent word 
by Apache 
grapevine 
telegraph 


that Nan-Tan-Be-Tun-E-Kl-Ay once 
again was in the Apache country. 


The Apache brave 
who proudly 


carried a rifle In the peace-enforce- 
in?: service of 
his paleface 
boss 


more than half a century ago, left 
his isolation as 
fast as his 
pony 


would carry him, to recount in mix- 
ed English and Apache the youthful 
adventures of the 70s. Then he and 


Clum with other civilian Indian po- 
lice, stalked the renegade Geronlmo* 
at Apache pass and placed him in 
chains at Ojo Caliente, N. M. 


Not many of the 
Apaches 
of 


Clum's tune remain in the Arizona 
hills, but their sons and daughters 
and grandchildren were*' there to 
gaze in awe at the man whose name 
for three generations has been a 
legend around 
the smoking tribal 


Ores. 


"They knew me," said 
Clum. 


"and most of them had never seen 
me before. They told me the names 
of their fathers and 
grandfathers, 


and I knew them, too. 


'We talked some 
Apache, but 


times are changing. When I spoke 
to one lad, to whom 
I had taken 


particular fancy, his father smiled.* 


" 'He doesn't know any Apache, " 


he said. 


Not all the memories awakened 


by Clum's Arizona tour, which the 
octogenarian now has 
completed, 


were based in the Indian country. 
He wrote another vivid page, which 
appears In few of the nation's his- 
tory books, In dealing 
with other 


renegades who, he said "made all 
the Apaches I ever saw look like 
pikers" in the gun-blazing days of 
the Tombstone, Ariz., mining boom.
